SPEECH BY CHURCHILL 
‘COMPROMISED THE U.S,’ 
MUSSOLINI’S PAPER SAYS 


ROME, Oct. 10 (AP). 
INSTON CHURCHILL’S 
W sreecn in Commons Tues- 
day “seriously compro- 
mises” the positiorf of the United 
States in any future peace 
treaty by crediting it with stav- 
ing off German mastery of Brit- 
ish skies, Mario Appelius wrote 
today in Premier Mussolini’s 
newspaper Il Popolo d'Italia.

MATSUOKA SAYS

Tokyo Foreign Minister 
‘Asserts He ‘Wishes 


Earnestly’ for No Trouble 
With America. 


TOKYO, Oct. 10 (AP).—Foreign 
Minister Yosuke Matsuoka declared 
in a broadcast" today that the new 
German-Italian-Japanese treaty of 


alliance “is a, peace pact directed 
for the United States and not 


“I wish earnestly that such a 
powerful nation as the United 
States in particular and all other 
nations at present neutral do not 
become involved in the European 


war or come by any chance into 
conflie# with Japan because of the 
China incident or otherwise,” Mat- 
suoka said. 

“Such an eventuality, with all 
the possibility of bringing awful 
catastrophe upon humanity is 
enough to make one shudder if one 
stops to imagine the consequences.” 

Matsuoka, referring to Prime 
Minister Churchill’s announcement 
in London Tuesday that Britain 
would reopen the Burma Road to 
war supplies for China, denied that 
the agreement closing the road on 
July 17 was conditional on Japan’s 
conclusion of peace with China in 
the ensuing three months. 


Exodus From Japan, 


An exodus of American women 
and children from Japan in re- 
sponse to their government’s advice 
gained momentum tonight, Furni- 
ture packers were rushed with or- 
ders and banks crowded with for- 
eigners attempting to transfer 
funds. About 250 Americans either 
had booked passage from Japan 
or applied for reservations. 

United States Ambassador Joseph 
C. Grew had a two-hour conference 
yesterday with Foreign Minister 
Matsuoka, their second in three 
days. The only authoritative com- 
ment was, “The conversations were 
not confined to any single issue.” 
Grew also conferred with Chuichi 
Ohashi, Vice-Minister of Foreign 
Affairs.

WILLKIE PROPOSES 
§POINT PLAN FOR 
LITTLE BUSINESS 


Tells Cheering New Haven 
Crowd New Deal is 


Against Small Operator 
More Than Big One. 


URGES TAX REVISION, 
AND EASIER CREDIT 


Asserts G.O.P. Would 
Simplify Trade Regula- 
tions, Put Stop to Abrupt 
Changes in Rules. 


EN ROUTE WITH WILLKIE 
TO PROVIDENCE, R. I., Oct. 10 
(AP).—Wendell L. Willkie cam- 
paigned today in industrial New 
England, where cheering men and 
women greeted him at every stop. 

“The New Deal has put a brake 
on production,” he told an audi- 


ence which jammed the green in 
New Haven, Conn., last night. “I 
intend to put my foot on the ac- 
celerator.” 

He delivered his appeal for re- 
vitalizing small business as “the 
backbone of America” to a noisy 
crowd estimated by police at 42,000 
after he had campaigned 116 miles 
by automobile through Connecticut 
manufacturing communities. Both 
Willkie and his aids expressed 
pleasure at the size and enthusiasm 
of the gatherings, which put him 
two hours behind schedule. 

His itinerary today in Eastern 
Connecticut and Rhode Island pro- 
vided for a repetition of the motor- 
cade, with a major address tonight 
at Providence. Willkie will speak 
tomorrow night at Boston, but his 
advisers counseled against giving 
all the impromptu talks he planned 
for that day in other Massachusetts 
communities. 

Charges: Bungling. 

Willkie asserted, at New London, 
Conn., this morning that the Roose- 
velt administration had bungled 
both domestic and international af- 
fairs and therefore should not be 
intrusted with handling the country 
after the European war ends. 

Willkie, discussing the two-term 
tradition, said the only argument 
offered by the third term support- 
ers was that Europe is in a crisis. 
He charged the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration “has been one of the big- 
gest factors in bringing on that 
crisis,” adding “but let us think be- 
yond that.” “Inflation in Europe 
and competition with the United 
States by low-paid labor,” he said, 
would follow the end of the war. 

“Do you want this administration 
following the war to handle the do- 
mestic affairs of the United States 
and take it down the road to bank- 
ruptcy and lose every social gain 
that labor has made?” Willkie 
asked. 

Crowd Exceeds Population. 

The crowd at Westerly was esti- 
mated at 12,000, exceeding the city’s 
entire population of 10,000. A one- 
hour holiday was declared, closing 
down al] stores and factories. 

Willkie and hig party left the 
train at East Greenwich, R. I., and 
formed a motorcade to tour north- 
ward through the State’s textile 
communities.. Sidewalk crowds 
cheered the candidate in town after 
town. 

Just before reaching Woonsocket, 
Philip Willkie, son of the nominee, 
who is attending the Harvard Grad- 
uate School, joined his father’s 
party. Willkie addressed a crowd 
of 10,000 in Woonsocket. 

Willkie described yesterday’s 
turnout along his Connecticut route 
as “far beyond anything the most 
optimistic had anticipated.” He said 
he would keep “driving home the 
issues” until election day and had 
“not the slightest doubt what the 
result is going to be.” 


Six-Point Program. 

When Willkie stood on a pine 
platform in the midst of a surging 
New Haven throng, he told his 
hearers that he never felt better. 
Declaring that the New Deal had 
been “stepping on the neck of the 
little business man,” he offered six 
proposals to aid that group: 

1. “I propose that we stop chang- 
ing the rules under which business 
operates. Instead of making it as 
difficult as possible for the little 
business man to predict what will

BRITISH PLANES 
STRIKE HARD AT 
NAZI PORTS, SET 

FIRE A MINUTE 


Bombers Attack Long- 
Range Guns Along 
Channel After 15-Minute 
Bombardment of English 
Coast at Dusk. 


FOLKESTONE, England, Oct. 10 
(AP).—British bombers loosed a 
heavy attack tonight on German 
long-range gun positions across the 
channel soon after the guns had 
bombarded the English coast for 
15 minutes at dusk. 

Orange flames cut the night sky 
as the raiders, bucking a strong 
southwesterly gale, dropped down 
out of a rain cloud and let fly with 
bombs. 


LONDON, Oct. 10 (AP).—Op- 
erating so swiftly that they started 
fires at the rate of one a min- 
ute, Royal Air Force pilots made 
one of their fiercest attacks of the 
war last night on the Nazi “inva- 
sion ports” on the coast of France, | 


Belgium and Holland, the Ajpr 
Ministry announced today. 

In one attack on Boulogne, Blen- 
heim bombers of the coastal com- 
mand dumped three tons of high 
explosives, the Ministry said. 

They set ablaze a railway sta- 
tion and storehouses on the quays 
near Port de Maree, the announce- 
ment said, and one British pilot, 
seeing two black masses on the 
water which looked like barges 
tied bow to stern near the quay, 
cut loose with a salvo which sent 
wreckage high in the air. 

The Air Ministry said the R. A. 
F’. had increased the scope of its 
counterattacks against Germany to 
include daylight a~ well as night 
raids, and had penetrated far into 
Germany to blast away at the Ger- 
man war machine. 

Destroyers Reported Hit. 
Three German destroyers in the 
harbor at Brest, at the western ex- 
tremity of Brittany, were hit, the 
Ministry asserted. The planes 
moved in the face of intense anti- 
aircraft fire, it said, but went 
methodically to work laying pat- 
terns of bombs back and forth 
across the harbor.

LONDON, Oct. 10.—St. Paul’s, na- 
tional cathedral of England, sec- 
ond only to Westminster as a 
burial church for illustrious dead, 
has been bombed by a German 
plane and its high altar turned 
into a pile of tumbled stone, it was 
offciially announced today. 

The announcement did not say 
when the bomb was dropped, but 
among buildings hit last night was 
a “famous church” otherwise un- 


identified in official reports. 

The bomb struck the double roof 
of the ancient building, near the 
eastern end, and hurled tons of 
masonry down on the altar 90 feet 
below. 

Concussion buckled the heavy 
lead roofing away from the rafters 
as much as two feet. Showers of 
splintered wood and pieces of stone 
fell on other leaded roofs below, 


Chapter Seats Smashed. 

Nothing was left of the high al- 
tar save a heap of stones. Thick 
dust lay everywhere. Furniture, 
carpets and cushions were thrown 
about, and some of the chapter 
seats were smashed. 
The Bishop’s chair was flung 
against one of the wrought-iron 
sanctuary gates, where it leaned 
crookedly with some of its carv- 
ing badly scarred. 

Overhead daylight showed 
through the jagged hole which 
extended to the edge of one of 
the three saucer-shaped domes, and 
part of the dome’s mosaic decoration 
was broken away and bits lay in 
the rubble on the floor. 


Canon Asleep 3elow. 


Canon Alexander was sleeping in 
the crypt, his bed almost exactly 
beneath the altar and near’ the 
tombs of the celebrated dead, in- 
cluding England’s greatest war- 
riors, Nelson and Wellington, The 
Canon escaped injury. 

“The crash came suddenly,” he 
said, “I hurried upstairs, but the 
place was so thick with dust that 
for a time I could see nothing. 

“I suppose the damage might 
have been worse, but it was quite 
bad enough. 

“The cross and candlesticks went 
from the high altar. The cross 
was particularl: beautiful.” 

The candlesticks, immense bronze 
copies of originals in St. Bavon’s 
Cathedral at Ghent, and the cross 
were presented privately to the Ca- 
thedra] about 40 years ago. 


Altar Modern. 
The black and gold marble altar 
was comparatively modern. Four 
flower vases, designed by Sir Edwin 
Lutyens, which normally stood by 
the altar had been removed. 

The pediment of a stone reredos 

(altar screen) suffered, but the 
decorations of Jesus Chapel, at the 
end of the building, behind the 
altar, were unscathed. The picture 
over the altar, a copy of Cima da 
Conegliano’s “Incredulity of 
Thomas” was gashed and pitted by 
flying stones. Flying fragments 
also punctured stained glass win- 
dows. 
Almost under the altar lie the 
tombs which make up “painters’ 
corner,” the sepulchers of such art- 
tists as Lord Leighton, Benjamin 
West, Sir Thomas Lawrence, Land- 
seer, Sir John Millais, Turner, Sir 
Joshua Reynolds and Holman 
Hunt. 

Although buried elsewhere, J. S. 
Sargent is commemorated there 
with a figure of the Redemption

NAZIS OPEN NEW NIGHT ATTACK ON LONDON 
ST. PAUL’S, NATIONAL CATHEDRAL, HIT BY BOMB

Bombed ‘ASSAULT FOLLOMS 


3 DAYLIGHT RAIDS,

Capital Battered in Last

LONDON, Oct.-10 (AP).—Ger 
many’s night raiders rode back to 
London tonight to spread the work 
already wrought 
throughout the city. 

Bombs began falling in the sub- 
urbs as compact groups of raiders 
worked their way through a screen 
of anti-aircraft shells. 

Tonight’s raid followed three 
swift daylight forays, begun this 
morning. 


The Ministry of Home Security 
said four German planes were de- 
stroyed in the daylight raids, and 
that although towns in Kent and 
Sussex and the Thames estuary 
were attackd and “one part of 
London” was bombed little dam- 
age and “very few casualties” re- 
sulted. 

The forenoon raid was brief. It 
was followed by two others in the 
afternoon. In the first of these a 
bomb hit some houses, wounding a 
number of persons. The other 
alarm lasted only a sort time and 
persons in Central London could 
hear light gunfire in the distance. 


Dogfight Over Coast. 


Two formations of Nazi aircraft 
were turned back over an East 
Anglian town this morning after a 
terrific dogfight with British pur- 
suit ships. 

A Messerschmitt plane was re- 
ported downed in the sea after a 
chase by British fighters off the 
south coast. 

Coastal observers said a strong 
formation of German planes which 
crossed the coast in low clouds 
early this morning was broken up 
and turned back by the defenses.

Despite the leadership’s lack of 
success in arranging for a recess

Situation in Senate. 


The situation in the Senate is 
only slightly less complex. How- 
ever, Majority Leader Barkley said 
an attempt would be made to take 
a recess there from tomorrow to 
Monday, then from Monday to 
Thursday and so on until Nov. 18. 

Senator McNary of Oregon, Re- 
publican leader, said such a scheme 
would be satisfactory because on 
any day a majority of the Senators 
could discard it. 

Administration leaders announced 
that 21 Senators, including Chan- 
dler of Kentucky, Connally of Tex- 
as and Bilbo of Mississippi who 
are up for re-election, had _  ar- 
ranged to campaign for the Roose- 
velt-Wallace ticket in speeches out- 
side their own states.

year, let us Make it as easy as pos- 
sible.” 
2. “It is essential that the little 
business man know that his Gov- 
ernment is for him, not against 
him. Under a Republican adminis- 
tration there will be no doubt 
whatever about this.” 
3. “We must simplify business 
regulations. In 1938, business had 
to make out nearly 136,000,000 re- 
turns for the Federal Government.” 
(“No wonder,” he added extempo- 
raneously, “businessmen have no 
time to attend to their business.’’) 
4. ‘“‘We must revise the tax struc- 
ture. Never before in history has 
little business had to carry such a 
heavy burden of taxes.” 
5. “Another problem that little 
business has faced is the problem 
of raising new capital. The SEC 
regulations are too complicated.” 
6. “I propose that the Govern- 
ment undertake to build the best 
possible laboratories in various 
parts of the country. And I pro- 
pose that the Government put these 
laboratories at the disposal of little 
industry and little business at a 
nominal fee.” 


“Enemy of All Business.”

Nazi connections at the time he 
met his death in an air crash sev- 

eral weeks ago. 

“I intend,” said Clark, “to call 

the Attorney-General and the direc- 

tor of the FBI to ask them if there 
is any truth whatsoever in this de- 
famatory report. Then I intend to 
call upon the authors of this re- 
port to produce whatever evidence 
they may have. If they are unable 

to produce any substantiation, I 

shall demand their expulsion from 

the Senate press gallery.” 
Hot Fight in Prospect. 

If Clark goes through with his 
intentions, a lively feud promises to 
develop. The Missouri Senator, 
when really aroused, is a feudist of 
the did Pike County tradition. And 

Pearson and Allen have had no 

little experience in political battles. 

The “Merry-Go-Round” story re- 
lated that three FBI agents shadow- 
ing Lundeen were killed in the 
same crash of a Pennsylvania Cen- 
tral Airliner near Washington. Re-

AN OPEN LETTER TO THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES 
Dear Mr. President: 


“In the maintenance of free elections rests the complete and enduring safety of our form of 
government.” 


You spoke these great words on September 20 at the University of Pennsylvania. 


We interpret the words to mean that every citizen must have the right to vote as he pleases 
and for whom he pleases; that every citizen is entitled to call upon the forces of government to 
guarantee his right to exercise his franchise without hindrance by force or intimidation. 


We subscribe wholeheartedly to your statement, but we are disturbed by the facts. We are 
disturbed because certain Americans, with whom we may seriously disagree, are being denied the 
right of free election. 


In many States the right of suffrage is being unlawfully withheld from Socialist, Com- 
munist, Socialist-Labor, Prohibition and various independent, minority groups. 


In some States attorneys-general and secretaries of state have ruled minority parties from 
the ballot by arbitrary fiat without recourse to law. 


Officers sworn to uphold the Constitution and the laws of the United States, have in some 
places encouraged vigilantism and themselves have resorted to this un-American device in the 
denial of suffrage rights. They have made arrests for the acknowledged purpose of preventing 
the fulfillment of statutory requirements to place candidates on the ballot. 


A candidate for Governor has been sentenced to 15 years in prison on the charge that he 
misrepresented his petition, despite the fact that the face of the printed petition was in the form 
prescribed by law. 


Petition signers have been intimidated by a Congressional committee which has made a 
common practice of sending them communications of seeming official character, with inevitabie 
coercive effect. — 


Officials in many places have invited petition signers to repudiate their signatures under 
pain of losing their employment in industry. Under such intimidation signers have been induced 
to “withdraw” their signatures or consent to cancellation of their signatures. 


Some newspapers have published the names of petition signers with the open suggestion 
that employers discharge the signers. 


An official of Ohio ruled signatures illegal on the sole ground that he had received a 
number of telephone calls purporting to repudiate the signatures. 


In California legislative action was taken to rule candidates of a party from the ballot. 


In view of what is happening, we do not believe a free election can be held on November 5, 
unless you take immediate steps. 


We take this means of appealing to you, Mr. President, because as Chief Executive of this 
nation you bear a large part of the responsibility for the preservation of the Constitution of the 
United States. 


We believe that the sanctity of the ballot and the right of every American to vote as he 
pleases is at stake in this matter, whether he be a Democrat, a Republican, a Socialist, a Communist, 
a Farmer-Laborite, a Socialist-Laborite, an American-Laborite, a Prohibitionist, a Progressive, or 
something else. If one or more of these parties proposes a program contrary to the interest of the 
nation, the remedy lies in the people’s right to vote against such a party, and not in the denial of 


that right. 


We believe that the safety of our form of government is secure so long as we preserve the 
rights of minorities to participate in the elections and to be defeated by a free electorate. You can 
do much now by speaking out against these political outrages, and by taking such official actions 
as are within your power. 


We ask that you do this in the name of American freedom.

In Three Areas 


Weighs Axis Land 
and Air Power 
Against British 
Control of Sea.

HIS is perhaps as good a mo- 

ment as any for a general sur- 

vey of the war situation as it 
stands. It may be divided into 
three areas (excluding for the mo- 
ment the Far East)—Britain, the 
Balkans and Middle East, the 
Western Mediterranean. 


_1. BRITAIN. While Mr. Church- 
ill does not believe that the threat 
of German invasion should be re- 
garded as over for the winter, it 
is apparent that if invasion is ac- 
tually attempted, it will be under 
very great difficulties and with 
diminishing prospects of success. 
The Royal Air Force shows no 
signs of having been weakened; 
it is indeed apparently stronger in 
numbers than in July, with its 
bomber force growing especially 
fast and almost daily increasing the 
scope of its offensive activities 
against Germany and against the 
so-called “invasion ports.” 


British Command of Sea. 


The naval command exercised by 
the British over their surrounding 
waters appears complete, and lit- 
tle if at all impeded by German 
aircraft. The land defenses of the 
island of Great Britain are very 
strong and growing stronger day 
by day. Barring the sudden pro- 
duction of some “secret weapon” 
of unknown potentialities, invasion 
now would seem an indication of 
absolute desperation on the part of 
the Axis leaders. Air attacks on 
Britain continue, but so do air at- 
tacks on Germany. There seems 
no prospect of any immediate de- 
cisive result either way, rather a 
long continued war of attrition of 


junpredicable result. The combina- 


tion of air attacks on ports and 
shipping and of submarine and mo- 
tor boat attacks on ships at sea 


appears to be Germany’s most for- 


midable weapon against the British 
Isles, and the only method of at- 
tack whose results appear to be 
growing. The British naval block- 
ade, on the other hand, is tighten- 
ing its grip on German-occupied 
Europe. Both of these are long- 
time methods as far as results are 
conterned. 

(2) THE BALKANS AND THE 
MIDDLE EAST. Germany, having 
reduced Hungary to practical vas- 
salage, has done likewise with Ru- 
mania. German troops are now in 
occupation of that country, and it 
is reported that the Rumanian 
army is to be reorganized under 
German command. The Rumanian 
peasant has always been a good sol- 
dier when well led, as was. shown 
bith in 1877 and in the World War. 
Add to this the increasing prospect 
of Bulgaria’s joining the Axis, lured 
by territorial temptations, and we 
have a situation in which Yugo- 
slavia is surrounded, Greece and 
Turkey directly threatened, and the 
possibility of Russian interference 
in the Balkans materially reduced. 
Yugoslav resistance under’ these 
conditions would be almost hope- 
less. Greece is in no case able to 
put up a fight against Italy on one 
side and Germany and Bulgaria on 
the other. Turkey might not be 
able to defend the Dardanelles, 
though if driven from Europe the

The temper of Secretary of the 
Interior Ickes toward aggressor na- 
tions was shown two years ago 
when he clapped a one-man embar- 
go on exports of helium to Ger- 
many, to the State Department’s 
horror. It chanced that the law 
placed control of this non-inflam- 
mable balloon gas in the hands of 
the Department of the Interior.

The account proceeds that an ap- 
peal was made to the National Ad- 
visory Defense Commission, which 
readily agreed to pronounce the 
country’s remaining stocks of steel 
and iron scrap to be essential to 
national defense. On that ground, 
it is said, the President was in- 
duced to embargo exports of this 
commodity after Oct. 15, save to 
Great Britain, Canada and South 
America.

Vice-President Garner is on the way back to his 
Texas home again, for the last time in his 37 years 
of office-holding in Washington. He had stayed in 
the capital only 13 days after returning from an ab- 
sence of more than two months during the summer. 
Most of the Vice-President’s efforts in this last Wash- 
ington interlude were devoted to urging Congress to 
adjourn. Congress declined to heed his plea, so Mr. 
Garner himself has adjourned. 

The Vice-President has no political fences to mend; 
he has only his pecans, his bantams and his fishing 
to look after when he gets back to Uvalde. The Sen- 
ate’s presiding officer, holder of the second highest 
post in the nation’s executive branch, recipient of a 
Federal salary for more than half his lifetime, aban- 
dons his duties in a critical time merely because of 
wounded feelings. When he failed to get the nom- 
ination for the presidency, for which he oddly 
thought he was in line, Garner developed a terrific 
grouch, and has been nursing it ever since. 

This is probably a fortunate development for Mr. 
Roosevelt’s campaign. So far has the Vice-Presi- 
dent receded from the objectives and policies of the 
New Deal that his active support at the present mo- 
ment would actually have embarrassed Mr. Roose- 
velt. After his disillusioning experience with Mr. 
Garner, it is understandable why F. D. R. put pres- 
sure on the Democratic convention to nominate a

land what picnic could be a success 


if doughnuts failed to appear on) 
the spread cloth. But that’s just) 
the beginning of the story. There’s 
the after-the-fcotball-rame varty 
and the Sunday supper buffet, not 
to mention breakfast, lunch and 
the pick-up smack when brown- 
crusted, tender doughnuts are just 
the right answer. 

Some like them rolled, some 
dropped or perhaps hot with 4 
frosty coating of powdered sugar. 
Your trick of service may be a car- 
amel frosting or a hidden surprise 
of chopped pecans or candied or- 
ange peel. There are so many vart- 
eties and variations of this all- 
American favorite that a fair-sizec 
cook book would be needed to tell 
the whole story. 

There is one kind that can be 
whisked up on a moment’s notice, 
to be dropped by teaspoonfuls into 
the hot lard, to emerge a minute or 
two later as little brown puff balls 
of goodness. Make just enough for 
the one occasion and serve them 
hot and fragrant with fruit salad 
for afternoon refreshment or des- 
sert for dinner. 

You may keep a refrigerator 
doughnut dough spicy with ginger 
and currants ready to fry six or 
eight savory balls for the family’s 
breakfast. Or you may greet son’s 
school friends with a big plate of 
doughnuts when they whoop in from 
the football practice. If the dough- 
nuts are fried at just the right 
temperature (about 385 degrees F.) 
so that they cook and brown in 
three to five minutes without a 
chance to become heavy or fat- 
soaked, they are easily digested. 

Doughnuts are about the most 
easily made dessert. The secret of 
sticcess is a Well balanced formula 
or recipe and a good lard with a 
high smoke point (over 400 de- 
grees). You need not use a big 
kettle, but rather choose a deep 
one to prevent splattering, and 
use enough fat so that it does not 
cool off too much when the dough- 
nuts are added. Keep the fat hot— 
but not smoking. For this, a fry- 
ing thermometer is a big help and 
well worth having. 

Drain the doughnuts on soft ab- 
sorbent paper. To coat with sugar, 
drop three or four cooled dough- 
nuts into a sack with half a cup of 
powdered, granulated or brown 
sugar and shake once or twice. 

To reheat doughnuts, place them 
in a sack, close the top and- place 
them in a hot oven five or six min- 
utes, 

To clarify th. lard after the 
doughnuts are all fried, strain 
through a fine meshed sieve, add a 
couple of slices of potato and heat 
slowly about five minutes. Strain 
and store in a closed can or in the 
special frying kettle ready to be 
used again—and goon. 

Refrigerator Doughnuts. 
Five and one-half cups flour. 
Four teaspoons baking powder. 
One teaspoon salt. 

One-half teaspoon nutmeg. 

One-half teaspoon ginger. 

One and one-fourth cups sugar. 

Three eggs. 

One cup milk. 

Six tablespoons melted lard. 

One-half cup currants. 

Sift dry ingredients together. 
Beat eggs with milk. Add to dry 
ingredients. Add lard and cur- 
rants. Place in bowl, cover with 
wax paper. Put in refrigerator, 
use as desired. Then roll one- 
fourth inch thick on floured board. 
Cut out. Fry in deep, hot lard at 
385 degrees. Drain, roll in pow- 
dered sugar.

One-third cup sugar. 

One tablespoon melted lard. 

Beat egg, add milk and beat to- 
gether.

With a stubborn- 
ness reminiscent of the President 
himself, he has refused to throw in- 
to this campaign the issue of peace 
or war, knowing what a distor- 
tion such a campaign would make 
of the real issues in foreign pol- 
icy, knowing how dangerous such 
a campaign would be to our world 
position. If now and then he has 
slipped a little, and seemed to carry 
water on both shoulders, the pres- 
sure has been almost overwhelm- 
ing from those who know what po- 
litical capital could be made of 
such distortions, and who would 
rather win with Willkie than save 
America.

HEY do this country no serv- 
ive whatsoever who try to make 
this campaign a fight between 
Roosevelt and Hitler or between 
Willkie and Stalin.

The truth is 
that if Franklin Roosevelt and 
Wendell Willkie were to sit down

leader in the country. 

The President gave two of the 
most critical Cabinet posts—War 
and Navy—to two great patriots 
and two Republicans, one of them 
the man who, as vice-presidential 
candidate four years ago, made the 
sharpest attacks upon his policy.

And then, when that’s accomplished 
and planes are rolling out the fac- 
tory doors, all we have to do is to 
stop foreign deliveries and turn the 
flow of aircraft toward American 
airdromes. 

It’s not that easy, and air power 
doesn’t just happen. National de- 
fense in general and air power in 
particular cannot be bought with 
billions of dollars or with mass 
production or aircraft. It takes 
aeronautical research, to find out 
what we should build in quantity, 
mass production to build it, and 
comprehensive flight training pro- 
grams to supply the trained men to 
fly it to best advantage. 
| The “flying fortress” is an Amer- 
ican development uniquely suited 
ito our defense needs. The big, 
four-engined bombtérs have a tre- 
mendous range and could do yeo- 
man service in ferreting out and 


destroying an enemy approaching 
the United States coast. If we are 
truly thinking about national de- 
fense, we need consider the impli- 


flying fortresses by selling some 
of them to any belligerent at this 
time—however desirous the nation 
may be to help. A flying fortress 
pilot and crew require much more 
intensive training than the person- 
nel for single-seater fighting planes 
and other types, and we must 
have the ships in which these men 
can be trained. 


Hand-Picked Personnel. 


Our Army Air Corps has set 
up some truly remarkable perform- 
ances with the flying fortresses. 
Spanning this continent nonstop 
and flights to and from distant 
points in South America have be- 
come routine flights with this type 
of giant bomber. Reposing in such 
outstandingly successful long- 
range flights, people a-e all too 
prone to dwell upon the perform- 
ance of the ship involved, ignor- 
ing, or dismissing with a gesture 
the human factor which made the 
flights practicable. 

When the Air Corps organized its 
long-range bomber squadrons, par- 
ticular attention was devoted to se- 
lecting the best types of piloting per- 
sonnel available. The basis of per-

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Equipped with a $125 second- 
hand station wagon fitted up as 
a traveling laboratory, the St. 
Louis County Health Department, is 
completing the first comprehensive 
scientific mosquito control program 
ever attempted in the county. 


Results have been so satisfactory, 
Dr. Theodore R. Meyer, health com- 
missioner, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today that additional funds 
will be sought next year to enlarge 
the campaign. St. Louis County 
has had 43 cases of malaria, re- 
sulting in two deaths, since Jan. 1, 
he said. Malaria is carried by one 
species of mosquito —anopheles 
quadrimaculatus*known as an “in- 
termediate host” which first must 
bite a victim of the disease. It 
was one of 15 species found during 
the survey, which began June 1 
and will end Oct. 15. 


Financed by a $2000 County Court 
appropriation, obtained at the be- 
hest of the St. Louis County League 
of Municipalities and the city of 
Kirkwood, William M. Gordon, a 
young Cornell entomologist, was 
placed in charge. He bought the 
station wagon, installed a 30-gallon 
drum for oil and, loaded aboard 
dippers for collecting larvae, hip 
boots, portable sprayers and other 
equipment. Before the summer was 
over he and his driver, John Smith, 
had mapped more than 1000 breed- 
ing places east of Lindbergh boule- 
vard, sprayed hundreds of them and 
enlisted co-operation of individuals 
and communities all over the 
county. 


Counting Them by Bites. 


isonnel training for long-range work 
was the “combat team” idea. In 
short, pilots, co-pilots, gunners, 
bombardiers and radiomen assigned 
to each flying fortress were trained 
to work as a team; and kept to- 
gether, as a team. The chief pilots 
selected for such specialized flight 
tasks were men who had had about 
10 years’ flight experience.

The prison, costing $3,000,000, will 
house about 1200, and will here- 
after receive most of those sen- 
tenced to penitentiary terms by the 
St. Louis Federal Courts.

Terre Haute Prison, it was offi- 
cially announced, was planned for 
the more tractable men offenders, 
those “who are not criminal on an 
habitual level and have not commit- 
ted serious crimes of violence.” 
Its design differs from that of 
older prisons in that it has no 
central cell block, high -walls or 
small barred windows. Instead of 
an outside wall, there is an eight- 
foot woven wire fence, reinforced 
by four guard towers. “Housing 
facilities” are divided into open 
dormitories, outside cells, inside 
cells and honor rooms, the last for 
trusted prisoners with the best rec- 
ords in behavior.

Harvard Salad 

One package chefry-flavored gel- 
atin, one and oné-half cups boiling 
water, one cup cubed cooked beets, 
One cup chopped cabbage, two ta- 
blespoons horséradish, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, oné-eighth teaspoon 
paprika, three tablespoons chopped 
sweet pickles, two tablespoons salad 
dressing. 

Dissolve gelatin in the water. Cool 
until a little thick. Add the rest of 
the ingredients.

Browned Pork Chops 

Four rib chops, three tablespoons 
flour, two tablespoons spiced vine 
gar (pickle leftover), one-half cup 
apple sauce, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, one-eighth teaspoon paprika. 
Heat a frying pan, add chops and 
quickly brown on both sides. Lower 
the heat and cover. Cook 10 min- 
utes. Turn several times to allow 
even cooking. Sprinkle with the 
flour and top each chop with apple 
sauce and seasonings. Cook slowly 
about 10 minutes—or wuntil very 
tender when tested with a fork. 
Carefully transfer to a serving plat- 
ter. 


Creamed Chicken With Ripe Olives 
Two tablespoons butter, two ta- 
blespoons flour, two cups milk, one- 
half teaspoon salt, two cups cubed 
cooked chicken, one cup chopped 
ripe olives, one-half cup chopped 
pimiento, one teaspoon lemon juice, 
a dash of cayenne. Blend butter 
and flour and stir in milk. When 
smooth add seasonings, chicken and 
olives and cook until very hot. Turn 
out on squares of buttered toast 
for a savory luncheon dish. Canned 
chicken may be used with very lit- 
tle change in texture,
